Wooden Medals 


The following lots represent an unusually large 
selection of medals pressed in walnut. Various 
types were made during the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion in 1876 and the Columbian Exposition 
1892-1893. They are considered scarce and his- 
torically significant. Market value ranges by type 
and condition from $30 to $70. The only detailed 
information on the Centennial Wood is by Hank 
Spangenberger and published in the 1969 “Scrap- 
books.”’
